ORDINANCE DESIGNATING CERTAIN PROPERTY 
AN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT TARGET AREA 
WITHIN THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE 

WHEREAS, this Common Council on June 28, 1983, adopted 

an Ordinance designating economic development target areas within 

the City of Fort Wayne by Special Ordinance No. S-115-83; and 

WHEREAS, Lincoln National Bank and Trust Company of 

Fort Wayne, requested from this Common Council an Inducement 

Resolution for the issuance and sale of $2,450,000 Economic 

Development Revenue Bonds, and this Council adopted an Inducement 

Resolution on December 11, 1984, and further, adopted an Ordinance 

approving the Financing Agreement on behalf of Lincoln National 

Bank and Trust Company of Fort Wayne on October 11, 1984; and 

WHEREAS, at the time said Inducement Resolution was 

adopted, this Common Council determined that the Project location, 

namely, seven acres of real estate located near the N.E. corner 

of Bluffton Road and the Baer Field Throughway and more particularly 

described on the attached Exhibit "1", Fort Wayne, Indiana, should 

be designated an economic development target area based upon a 

finding of the Fort Wayne Economic Development Commission that 

the area should be so designated because of a lack of development, 

cessation of growth, deterioration of improvements or character 

of occupancy, age, obsolescence, substandard buildings and 

other factors which have impaired values and prevent normal 

development of said property; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 

OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 

Section 1. Pursuant to I.C. 36-7-12-1 et seq, this 


Common Council has authority by Ordinance to designate an area 
an economic development target area, and in fact has designated 
areas economic development target areas. 
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Section 2. This Common Council has not designated an 
within the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana as economic development 
target areas in excess of the gross amount of area allowed by 
I.C. 36-7-12-1 et seq and designating the property referred to 
herein will not exceed said limitation. 

Section 3. This Common Council finds that approximately 
seven acres of real estate located as described on the attached 
Exhibit "1" to be purchased by Lincoln National Bank and Trust 
Company of Fort Wayne, is undesirable or impossible for normal 
development and occupancy because of lack of development, 
cessation of growth, deterioration of improvements or character 
of occupancy, age, obsolescence, substandard buildings, the fact 
that it is near an approach to the municipal airport and other 
factors, and that additional growth and development will be 
hindered unless economic development revenue bond financing is 
available to assist in development area; and that said area should 
be designated an economic development target area. 

Section 4. The Common Council further finds that on 
December 11, 1984, an Inducement Resolution and an Ordinance were 
adopted authorizing issuance and sale of $2,450,000 of Economic 
Development Revenue Bonds in favor of Lincoln National Bank and 
Trust Company of Fort Wayne was adopted and at that time, the 
said area should have been designated an economic development 
target area. 

Section 5. The Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne hereby designates as an economic development target area, 
effective December 11, 1984, approximately seven acres of real 
estate as described on the attached Exhibit "1" to be purchased 
by Lincoln National Bank and Trust Company of Fort Wayne, said 
real estate located in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

Section 6. This Ordinance shall be in full force and
